IMPORTANT. Throughout this volume varieties are arranged as nearly as possible accord- 
ing to the season of ripening, unless season of ripening is given in the description. Following 
the description of each variety are capital letters which indicate the region in which it is recom- 
mended that each variety be planted. N stands for north; NN, far north; C, central; and 
S, south. Thus a variety followed by NCS may be planted either north, central, or south. 
CS would indicate a variety adapted only to central or southern planting; NNC, central to 
far north; NNCS, south to far north. 
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Stark Tree History

C OINCIDENT with the closing of the Revolu- 
tionary War, Capt. Janies Stark, of Boston 
Tea Party fame, was given by Governor 
Randolph of Virginia for his services as a 
soldier, a grant of 2,000 acres in Kentucky — then a 
part of the Old Dominion. In 1785 he moved to his 
newly acquired land and there planted the first apple 
grafts west of the New England Colonies. 

A fourth of a century later we find a son of Capt. 
Stark, James Hart Stark, at the age of fourteen, doing 
a man’s work in these orchards. This boy later became 
known as Judge James Stark, orchardist, jurist, and 
soldier of the War of 1812. In 1816, he left his home 
in Bourbon County, Kentucky, with household goods 
in ox-carts, westward bound — a pioneer, as were his fore- 
bears — unconciously blazing the sunset trail of horticul- 
ture. To the virgin Mississippi Valley, across to fertile 
Pike County, in the Missouri territory — not then a 
state — he came, and, with the scions from his splendid 
old Kentucky orchards, planted the first fruit trees 
in the new land of the Louisiana Purchase. 

Hon. Champ Clark, in a biographical sketch of the 
Stark Family writes: 

“Judge Stark came in the prime of his manhood 
from Bourbon, one of the finest counties in Kentucky, 
to Pike, one of the richest in Missouri, reared a family 
which is still numerous and powerful and laid the 
foundation for the largest nursery in the world, now 
conducted by the third and fourth generations of his 
descendants. We sometimes build more wisely than 
we know. He little dreamed while riding horseback 
from the far-famed Kentucky blue grass to the rich 
Missouri blue grass region, carrying in his old-fash- 
ioned saddle-bags the scions to start a nursery and from 
which grew the first fruit trees ever propagated on the 
sunset side of the Mississippi, that he was beginning a 
business which would render the name Stark honorably 
familiar not only throughout America, but beyond; and 
a hundred years after he planted his trees, his grand- 
children and great-grandchildren would be shipping 
trees beyond the seas; but such is the truth of history. 
It’s really a pity that he cannot return to earth long 
enough to witness the magnitude of the business which 
he started. Verily his works do follow him.” 

Judge Stark was succeeded by his son William who 
died in 1880. He took up the work when but a mere 


boy. Throughout a long and useful life the business 
under his sagacious management grew and prospered. 
His address before the Missouri Horticultural Society 
in 1867 sounded the awakening of modern orcharding 
— its force will never be forgotten. As has been well 
said of him, “The principles he advocated were not 
for a day nor an age, but for all time.” 

With the building of the first trans-Mississippi rail- 
road came the third generation of Stark— the Stark 
Brothers — and for thirty years, under the personal 
direction of the eldest, Clarence M. Stark, a greater 
expansion was made in search of business. 

Edgar W. Stark, President of the Company, has 
been in charge since the retirement of C. M. Stark 
in 1903. He has literally grown up in the nursery — 
a lifetime of experience. In early boyhood he was 
the right-hand man of his father, assisting him at 
every turn. Probably no horticulturist in America 
has had as many years of practical experience. 
Under his leadership and wise counsel the fourth gen- 
eration of this family has been brought into the work. 
Their early years spent in the nursery row gaining 
practical experience, supplemented by technical train- 
ing in the foremost universities of the country, has 
well fitted them to conduct the business established 
by their great-grandfather a hundred years ago. At 
present those actively identified in the management 
are E. W. Stark, Lloyd C. Stark, Paul C. Stark, Thomas 
W. Stark, Clay H. Stark, and Wm. Stark Forgey. 

Wherever trees will grow, Stark Trees are planted. 
Throughout the United States, in sunny Mexico, in 
bleak Canada, and beyond the seas — all Europe, 
Africa, Asia, Australia — everywhere, Stark Trees have 
thrived and fruited. Countless thousands of trees have 
been supplied free to Government and State Experi- 
ment Stations. Hand in hand the Stark Nurserymen 
have labored unceasingly with pomologists, horticultur- 
ists and scientists for the betterment of horticulture — 
improvement has ever been the Stark mission. 

Stark Trees are grown on honor. From father to 
son, generation after generation, they have come down 
through the whole of one and the parts of two cen- 
turies until today America’s greatest nursery stands at 
Louisiana, Mo. — since 1816 — a lasting institution 
founded on the rocks of quality, service, and fairness 
— names synonymous with Stark Trees.

Stark Delicious. (Trade Mark, Reg. U. S. Pat. 
No. 44,437) the aristocrat of appledom, the apple that 
looks right, tastes right and is right — unquestioned 
arid undisputed, it has been the monarch of the market 
since its introduction, many years ago. Successful 
everywhere — in many regions where other apples fail. 

Stark Delicious is a large apple of uniform size 
and of distinctive shape, round and long, slightly taper- 
ing at the end. It averages above 13 ounces in weight, 
only fifty-six apples being required to a full bushel. 
Its beautiful waxen skin is of the deepest crimson, 
blending into yellow gold at the calyx end and the 
surface is over-flecked with small, rich yellow dots. 
The consumer readily identifies Stark Delicious by 
the five knob-like protuberances appearing on the 
blossom end, which vary with the locality in which it 
is grown, ranging from acute points to barely percep- 
tible bulges — but always in evidence. Words are 
inadequate to justly describe its incomparable flavor. 
It may be properly termed a mild apple, but not 
“sweet;” slightly tart with an indescribable, never-to- 
be-forgotten tang. The flesh is of the finest texture, 
and smoothly grained, giving forth a savory, luscious, 
clinging aroma, bearing the faintest suggestion of old 
wine. Its appealing meat is tender, melting and juicy 
— withall delightfully delicious. 

Fruit stands retail Stark Delicious until mid 
August — nearly one year after picking. In boxes or 
barrels it successfully ships from coast to coast and 
to European markets, always delivering in top-notch 
condition. If bruised, the affected flesh dries out, and 
does not decay. In hardiness Stark Delicious is like 
an oak — nearly iron-clad, fruiting after 40° below 
zero when Spy, McIntosh, Wealthy and Greening 
failed. Being a late bloomer it escapes late frosts. 

The tree is ideal in its natural growth, slightly up- 
right, with a tendency toward spreading. Its strong, 
well arched branches enable it to support an enormous 
crop. The bark is very thick and smooth, darker than 
ordinary apple wood. . It does not sun-scald easily and is 
particularly aphis-resistant, both in body and in root. 
The blighting, of Stark Delicious is practically 
unknown and its vigorous growth enables it to with- 


stand a long siege of drought. The “June drop,” 
common in many varieties, does not occur; the fruit 
stems are strongly connected to the branches and the 
apple hangs exceptionally well. The buds appear at 
closer intervals than upon many other commercial 
varieties, giving a greater number of blooms and a 
heavier yield; as a pollen-producer Stark Delicious 
is without equal — orchardists and plant breeders every- 
where pronounce it the best pollenizer — every good 
point desired in an apple and not a single fault. 

Nearly beyond comprehension are the fabulous prices 
it brings. A Washington planter netted $882.93 from 
36 nine year old trees in one year. $4.50 per bushel 
on the packing table was refused by a Missouri 
orchardist. An entire car-load from Montana brought 
$7.00 per bushel box. The demand constantly in- 
creases and our annual propagation of this one variety 
running into the millions serves not to check it. 

To Mr. Clarence M. Stark, former President of this 
company, properly belongs the distinction of having 
saved this wonderful apple to horticulture. He quickly 
recognized its true merit when the first specimens 
were received from Mr. Hiatt, who wrote as follows: 

MR. CLARENCE M. STARK, 

Louisiana, Mo. 

Dear Sir:— -I am nearly seventy years old and have raised apples all my life and 
would not willingly overestimate Stark Delicious for forty such varieties, but if it 
is not a better apple than any on your large list, it will cost you nothing. I have 
never seen a man taste it but who says it is the best apple he ever saw. It hangs 
on the tree as well as Ben Davis, keeps as well, is a good shipper (bruises, instead of 
decaying, dry up like Ben Davis), is as large, of finer color, a strong grower, hardier, 
bears as young, and every year. Once introduced, there will be but little call for 
Jonathan.

From Southern Georgia to 
Northern Michigan, from the [Atlantic to the Pacific, 
wherever peaches can be grown, it has fruited and made 
good. Rapidly it is taking its place as a world-known 
peach and is instantly filling up that long gap between 
the first rich, luscious Red Bird Clings and the old 
Elberta of mid-season. 

With its color, size and combination of beauty and 
quality — Stark Early Elberta is peach perfection ; 
extremely hardy, ideal in tree growth, selling at highest 


prices wherever offered — the supply cannot for years, 
if ever, equal the unprecedented demand. 

In Stark Early Elberta, we offer the world’s 
best peach — we recommend it without reservation for 
all peach growing regions. If room for but a single 
tree, let it be Stark Early Elberta. If planting 
by the thousand, choose largely of Stark Early 
Elberta — the King of all peaches as a commercial 
money maker or for home market purposes. 

Reaching the market fully ten days , two weeks and 
sometimes twenty days in advance of the Old Elberta , 
it fills a longfelt want. The entire crop is snapped up 
at once and entirely disposed of before the first appear- 
ance of an enormous Elberta crop. Growers report 
Stark Early Elberta a peach with practically no 
fuzz. Less sugar required in canning and in cooking 
Stark Early Elberta has been the discovery of cul- 
inary experts. We are growing enormous blocks of 
them, knowing that the wise and fore-sighted planter 
will demand Stark Early Elberta, because the 
world’s best peach has come into its own.

T 5 ® n , f | J oun g bearers, thus are ideal for fillers. Marketed in baskets early apples command the highest prices and it is seldom that 
the lull demand of city markets is supplied. Innumerable orchardists have more than paid for the first cost and maintenance of an orchard 
with a filler planting of early apples, 

RIPENING SEASON. The Apples are arranged in their order of ripening— earliest 
ripening sorts at the head of the list and the latest keepers on the last apple plate. 

Henry Clay (Trade Mark). First apple to ripen. Large, yellow, blushed with crimson. Superior in 
quality and appearance to Maiden Blush and two months earlier. Tree vigorous, late blooming — a certain crop 
every year. Originated in Kentucky. Excels Yellow Transparent in tree growth and does not blight. NCS. 

Liveland Raspberry ( Lowland Raspberry). Absolutely the best and most valuable of all early apples. 
Successful in all sections where any apple will grow. Clear, waxen white skin, striped and streaked with glowing 
crimson; snow-white flesh tinged with pink near the skin— tender, rich and juicy. Its marvelous beauty and ex- 
cellent quality, with its earliness and large, uniform size, make it the most popular summer variety.

Large, deep, 
dark red apples, as wondrously beautiful as Black Ben. Glorious color and exceptional quality have made Wilson 
Red June the greatest summer apple. As a keeper it is without equal among early apples. The tree is very 
vigorous, exceedingly hardy, a young bearer, and of dwarfish growth. The ever growing demand for this splendid 
apple should be kept in mmd when orchard varieties are being chosen. Should be planted with Liveland Rasp- 
berry as a filler among winter apples. NCS. 

Sweet Bough ( Early Sweetheart ) . Best early sweet apple. Large, pale yellow; well-known and of highest 
quality.

medium to large, resembling Jonathan in shape, though larger; color, a deep, rich, velvety red with markings 
of darker red. An excellent market apple; rich and spicy and even better than Jonathan in quality. Both 
m America and Europe it brings enormous prices because of its striking appearance and high color, and its 
superior quality leaves absolutely nothing to be desired as a dessert apple. Fruit hangs six weeks longer than 
Jonathan, and keeps until July. The original tree has borne annually since it was three years old. It bears 
full when Gano is a complete failure.

1. Ulrich Brunner ( Hybrid Perpetual). Rich flashing crimson — a rose of splendid form; bush is 
hardy and heavy in bloom. There are few better or more superb roses for the yard or flower garden. 

2. J. B. Clark ( Hybrid Tea). Deep scarlet, shaded with a dark crimson. Its gloriousness is sensa- 
tional, its enormous size is marvelous and its dazzling beauty will attract more than any other rose. 

3. Clio ( Hybrid Perpetual). Delicate flesh color, shaded light rose; beautiful in bud and full bloom; 

blossoms produced freely. Growth vigorous and foliage handsome. A great hardy rose for every garden. 

4. Snow Queen ( Frau Karl Druschki) { Hybrid Perpetual) . The grandest, handsomest of all white 
roses, blooming from spring until late fall. “The White American Beauty.” One of the hardiest and most 
vigorous. Its immense, glorious, pure waxen blossoms are an object of admiration in every collection. It is 
the greatest white rose ever introduced, and is one of the most talked-of varieties of recent years. 

5. Gruss An Teplitz ( Hybrid Tea). “The reddest of all red roses;” blooms constantly during entire 
growing season. A large rose, delightfully scented; bush rugged, vigorous. Young foliage, bronze colored. 

6. Mrs. John Laing {Hybrid Perpetual) . An exceptionally handsome rose with extra long, stout 
stems; immense, full double flowers. A strong grower with a blossom on every shoot. Blooms until very late. 

7. General Jacqueminot {Hybrid Perpetual). An old-time favorite and one of the most desirable. 
Color a bright, rich, velvety crimson; flower remarkably beautiful, in bud and blossom. One of the hardiest. 

8. Paul Neyron {Hybrid Perpetual). A gorgeous rose; the glory of the garden — the outdoor American 
Beauty. Stems two to three feet long and practically thornless. In splendor is unsurpassed by any hardy 
rose; the largest and most showy in cultivation — blossoms often five inches in diameter. Adaptable anywhere, 
a constant bloomer and a sheer mass of bloom every season, despite neglect and improper care. 

9. Helen Gould {Balduin) {Hybrid Tea). Magnificent in bud and when full blowm a perfect double 
flower. Considered by every one as the best everblooming rose. Hardy and satisfactory in every detail. 

10. Eugene Furst {Hybrid Perpetual). The darkest, richest, and most glorious of all the deep red 
roses. Blossoms large, shapely, velvety, and very fragrant. Everyone will marvel at its exceeding beauty.

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1. Everblooming Crimson Rambler ( Flower of Fairfield). ( Polyantha ). The name is its best descrip- 
tion. Perfectly hardy, and blooms all summer. Has created a sensation among rose-growers everywhere. 
For rose bowers, arbors, pergolas or hedges it is unequalled. 

2. Madame Plantier ( Cemetery Rose): { Hybrid Perpetual ). For a rose to plant in the cemetery, this 
variety is ideal. The flowers are large, double and clear, of the purest white. The plant is very hardy and 
does not winterkill. 

3. Trier ( Hardy Climber ). One of the most beautiful ramblers. Creamy white blossoms, semi- 
double, are produced freely and continuously in large clusters, the center being filled with bright yellow 
anthers, so long and so numerous that, at a distance, the rose appears to be yellow. A seedling of Yellow 
Rambler, but surpasses in beauty that old favorite. 

4. Burbank ( Hybrid Bourbon ). Beautiful flowers of the softest cherry-rose color. Blossoms are 
borne in the greatest profusion and are very durable. As a continuous bloomer Burbank is unsurpassed. 
This sort should be in the garden of every rose lover. 

5. Queen of Prairies {Prairie Type) . Bright rosy red, becoming a shade lighter as the flower opens. 
The blossoms are large and well formed. A strong, vigorous, hardy climber. Flowers produced late in season 
— a splendid climber. 

6. Baltimore Belle ( Hardy Climber). A handsome double white rose of delicately blushed pink. The 
blossoms appear in great clusters until the entire plant is a solid mass of bloom. Of the hardy Prairie type — 
one of the hardiest climbers and especially fine for training to pillars or over trellises or porches. 

7. Rosa Rugosa {Japanese Rose). Glorious large single blossoms of light red, combined with heavy, 
dark green foliage, followed by its large scarlet fruit, making it very desirable and valuable for strong contrasts 
in grouping for lawns and for hedging. Extremely hardy. Rosa Rugosa and Rosa Rugosa Alba are hardy 
farther North than any other rose. 

8. Dorothy Perkins {Hybrid Wichuriana). A large rose that long holds its beautiful, clear, shell-pink 
coloring without fading. The buds are long and pointed and are remarkably pretty; the full blossoms are 
double and are borne in handsome clusters. In plant vigor and hardiness it is second only to Crimson Rambler.
